Tobacco renaissance 


Mac Baren, the Danish pipe tobacco giant, introduces 7 Seas, a line of 


American-style aromatic tobacco, and invests to produce traditional 
English-style blends 


The worldwide pipe tobacco market may 
be relatively flat at the moment, but don't 
tell that te folks at Mac Baren. The largest 
family-owned Danish tobacco company 
is excited about the future pipe tobacco 
market. Staffed by knowledgeable and 
dedicated tobacco people, Mac Baren has 
recently introduced 7 Seas, a new line 
af Amertcan-stvle aromatic tobacoos, and 
invested a large amount of meney to pur- 
chase steam presses fron defunct English 
iebacco manufacturers to revive tracli- 
tional English-style blends. 

Approving the additions to the Mac 
Baren factory and product line is Henrik 
Halberg, the fourth generation of the fam- 





ily to run the company. To some, making 
the investments to bring 7 Seas to market 
and purchase old steam presses may be 
something akin te tilting at windmills in 
today’s antitobaccs climate, but to Henrik, 
it’s just a part of the farnily tradition. 

Like many Svendborg familles, the 
Halbergs depended on the sea for thes live- 
lihoods for generations. However, a young 
Harald Halberg decided that he was nest 
cul out to be a seaman Using some comn- 
nections through his Gather, a captain whe 
specialized in shipping tobacco, Harald 
purchased 5. Bonnelycke, a Svendborg- 
based tobacoo company, ln LeAY. Harald 
changed the name of the company, which 


had been established in 1826, to Harald 
Halberg Tobaks and Cigarfabrik. 

It was Harald’s grandson, Jorgen, who 
weld lead the company to international 
importance in the pipe tobaces market. 
Stranded in the United States at the out- 
break of World War U1, Jorgen found 
work at a sertes of American pipe tobacco 
factories. As he worked at these factories, 
he learned the American technique of 
annmatic tobacco production, using the 
casings and favorings for blends such 
as VIP, Rum and Maple, Pour Seasons. 
and Mixture 79 that were in vogue in 
the 19406. These were full-bodied Burlev- 
heavy blends—pipe tobaccos that were 
unknown to the Drnish market. At the 
wars end, Jargen returned toe the fam- 
ily business in Derumark. Using the tech- 
niques he learnwed in the US. he created 
anwnatic tobaccos bor Danish consump 
tion, itchiding Mac Baren Gelden Blend 
in 19S and Mac Baren Mixture in 19538. 
The company's sales soared and the cxm- 
pany became synonymous with the Mac 
Baten brand mame—so much so that 
Henrik changed the company's narme to 
Mac Baren in 145. 

While Jargen capitalized on the tech- 
niques he had learned in the 144i, 
American manufacturers were seeking 
new ways to favor tobacco, especially after 
the US. surge general's PX report 
detailing the health effects ofsmoking ciga- 
rettes spurred. pipe boon. Manutacturers. 
had begun to use more food faworings on 
the tobacco, but these really didn't change 


the fundarnenntal blends that were available 
at the time. 

fn the early 1970s a tobacco company 
experimented with a tobacco that was 
mostly seen as a filer tobacoo—treen 
River Burley. The tobacce manutacturer 
discovered that steaming the Green River 
Burley neutralized the tobacoo's natural 
flavor and increased its ability to absorb 
other flavors. With new changes to the tp 
fiver, this resulted in a milder tobaces 
with less tobaces taste and a nicer room 
note, and it tended to cause less tongue 
bite. 

The tobaces manufacturer wed the 
discovery in new bulk tobacco blends 
With this new process, the American-style 
tobacco was born. Other pipe tobacee 
companies learned of this discovery and 
followed suit, revelutionizing the concept 
of American-style aromatic tobaccos, with 
new tebaccos hitting the market thoough- 
out the 1970s, 190s and early 1990s. 

With the comsolidation of the tobaceces 
industry beginning in the middle of the 
19s, same of these popular aromatic 
American-style blends began tw disap- 
pear. With more blends vanishing from 
tobacco bars at an alarming rate, Henrik: 
Por lensen, Mac Baren’s product spectalist; 
and Frank Blews, the national brand man- 
ager of Mac Baret for its US. distributor, 
Phillips & King. saw ao oppertuniity to fill 
avoid in the still-popular product segment 
with the intraduction of its 7 Seas pipe 
tobacoos. 

“Lf you look at what has happened with 
all the consolidation of the tobacce con- 
paties in the US., you will see a decrease 
of product availability and a lack of tndus- 
try interest in pipe tobacco products," 
says Blews, an extremely knowledgeable 
tobacco industry veteran whe worked with 
Lane Lid. for years before joining Phillips 
& King. “We feel like that gives us an 
opportunity to fill the void. If a smoker 
gives us a chance, we feel that the quality 
aftobaoos plas the procedures in use make 
an excellent smoke.” 

Mac Baren began working on the 7 
AMY. 
using the favoring and casing techniques 


Seas concept im Accustambed te 
brought back to Gernmark by Jergen in the 
14s, fensen and the rest of Mac Baren’s 
tobacco development team had to learn 
the style developed in the US—rot oo 
much the technique that had revelution- 
ized American-style aromatic blends but 
how it affected tobaceos differently. With 


i.e 


avast varbety of tohaceos with whieh to 
experiment, the product developed at a 
slow pace. Mac Baren was committed to 
developing 7 Seas the right way. 

“They're a great company to work 
wlth.” Hews comments. “This is a tobacos 
company. Tobacoo people make deci- 
gions here, wt some financial person whe 
doesn't know anything except for bottom 
lines. They have the comumutrnent to create 
a great product.” 

If anyone wishes to doubt that com- 
riitment, all he meeds to do is visit the 
Mac Baren factory on the outskirts of 
Svetidborg. The campus takes wp apace 





on bah sides of the road, with offices and 
production Gcllity on one side and several 





large tobacco warehouses oat the other. 
While many pipe tobacco collectors 
acquire their prized apecinens by the fin, 
Henrik gathers his tobaccos by the far. 
Each year, he travels the world seeking 
tobacco. The evidence of his journeys 
eventually finds its way to Svendborg, 
where it will age for at least two pears 
before it is cmsidered ready for use. 
Cardboard boxes and burlap sacks filled 
with tobacco are stacked fron floor to ceil- 
ing in each of the warehouses, Stenciled 
on eich tobaces container are the names 


of the countries that bear witness to 

pparently e frequent 
Ayer account—Brazil, China, Bangladesh, 
Tanzania, Uganda, Zimbabwe, Kenya, 
faire, #ambia, the and so many oth- 
ens are represented inside Mac Baren’s 
warehouses. 

If that wasn't enough to satishy moat 
tobaccs men, there's even a section of a 
warehouse where Henrik stores the really 
rare tobaccos that he occasionally stum- 
bles upon during his travels and purchases 
just becawie he cam. He may not have 
a need for that rare of aged variety al 
the moment, but whe knows what future 
blends may derand. In this special sec- 
tlon, there are even a number of hops 
heads Hed with dark-fired Kentuck 
was cultivated in 1974 and is used spar- 
ingly in Wiac Baren’s HH series.

“Jorgen Halberg had a saying—there 
is nothing scientific to creating a blend,” 
lenen explains, “All you have to do i 
pet your the ; fight, follow through 
with your ideas and then fill oe pipe after 
another until you finally have it. That ts 
what we have been doing; take the tracli- 
tien of what we knew to create something 
that we had never done before. That was 
the challenge, and it invelved everyane 
in the company. The mixture of the raw 
tobacces was completely different fron 
what we normally wse ng was the 
next item that we had to solve. And then 
the final step was to experiment wrth the 
top meting. We found cut that the tobacco 
needed three more weeks of aging after the 
bop noting done, otherwise the fly 
would nt marry properly. Chur target was 
to develop a fully aromatic Line of pipe 
tobacces that had a consistent taste fron 
when you first lit itt when all the tobacco 
was gone. At the same time it should be 
mild, meaning that we had te beak very 
carefully at the raw tobaccos. That was the 
main task that we lad to solve.” 

One of the cathy decisions fac Baren 
made was that, intead of using the tra- 
ditional Green River Burley for 7 Seas, it 





would use Virginia tobacco, marking a 
distinct departure fram most American- 
stvle aromatic tobacces. 

“They have Green River Burley, but 
they found that the Virginia worked better 
for what they wanted to achieve.” Blews 
explains. “They've always been tobacco 
people, and the quality of the tobaces in 
all their blends 8 very important. When | 
first talked to them, they told me that they 
would not use Green River Burley because 
they considered it a low-end tobacco. The 
quality of the Virginia tobaces really com- 
plements the blend and gives it a lime bit 
crisper taste and a smoother smoke. The 
Virginia i fermented the same way that 
cigar leaves are fermented. Then there is 
a litte bit of heat added to it That's pretty 
Linigie.” 

Currently, there are five varieties of 
7 Seas available—? Seas Koval, 7 Seas 
Regular, 7 Seas Gold, 7 Seas Red and 7 Seas 
Black. The tobaccos are available in oolor- 
ful tins as well as I-pound and 5-pound 
bags for balk tobaces bar purchases. 

“We feel that these tobaccos can st on 
any shelf in the U.S. and be accepted by 
the American taste segment,” Blews com- 
ments. “Even though sune of them are 
similar in taste, all of them have a fresh, 
crisp taste to them that's slightly different. 
The bulk tobacco is a big potential market 
for the product. [t's currently competi- 
tively priced in the bulk tobacco market. 
We're pleased that the tins have been so 
well received im the smoke shops. [F you 
look at traditional tins, there are very 
few American-style aromatics available 
ii tins.” 

Royal is a sweet blend of golden 
Virginias, light brewn Burleys and a bit 
of black Cavendish that's flavered with 
vanilla, hints of honey and a slight fruity 
overtone. 

“Royal, which happens te be my favor- 
ite, i just an excellent tobacco.” Blews 
states. “Tt has a base of vanilla and has 
a honey sweet Gruity taste that's really 
unique When you're talking about fruity 
and notes of honey and sugar, it's very dit- 
ficult to explain because everyone's taste i 
different. | can say that most people will 
recognize the varulla arama to it. [ get a 
litte coconut out of atas well Everybody 
gets a little bit clifferent taste from it, amd 
that’s what makes tt sv great” 

Packaged ina white tin, 7 Seas Regular 
features the sanve tobacco as? Seas Reyal— 
golden Virginias, light brown Burleys and 


black Cavendish—but with a different out 
and ratbo of the tobacoos and offers flavors 


of vanilla and chocolate. 

“Regular offers a vanilla base with 
chocolate overtones, which really makes 
this blend different,” Blews says. “I would 
call it more of a chocolate blend aver any- 
thing ebe Chocolate was a favoring that 
wis Wed heavily during the 19ms. Today, 
there aren't a lot of them out there. This is 
an excellent chocolate/vanilla blend.” 

A blend of Virginias and Burleys, 7 
Seas Gold is a gentle and light tobacco that 
iffers notes of soft varills. “A soft arcunat- 
ic blend with bright Virginias and Burleys 





im perfect combinathon, this smoke has a 
gentle light sweetness with notes of soft 
creamy vanillas.” Rlews comments. 

Red is 7 Seas’ cherry blend, offering 
light brewn Burleys, sweet rich golden 
Wirginias and just the right ameunt of 
black Cavendish topped with a taste and 
aroma of wild cherries and other fruity 
overtones. 

“At one time, cherry was probably the 
Ble. 1 arcinatic bobacce in the US..” Blews 
says. “lac Karen has been able to develop 
a different type of cherry. The cherry has 
a robust aroma in the tin, but when you 
smoke it, the Maver i not retust. That's 


not the case with a lot of cherry tobaccos, 
You remember the old-style cherry tobac- 
cos that we all started smoking and burn- 
ing oar tongues onf This is completely 
different It's cool and imild burning; the 
tobacess are excellent. It's a great tobaces 
with a new taste and aroma,” 


Black & a truly Virginia blend that 
offers deep black tobaces flavored with 
spicy vanilla anc overtones of anuaretto. 

“seven Seas Black is a predominantly 
black tobacce with a velvety fresh type of 
feel to it,” Blews explains. “This type of 
black tobacco is an American-style tobac- 
co, Which was the number-one-selling 
bulk tobacoo in the US. for vears, that las 
never heen exposed worldwide, and with 
Mac Baren’s improvernent of using only 
Virginias tobacos, net Green River Burley, 
it is by far the finest unique solid black 





tobacee | have ever amoked.” 

The five tobaccos that make up the 7 
Seas line represent a significant accou- 
plishment for Mac Baren and signify 
the professionalism and expertise of its 
employees, according to Blews. 

“IF those five tobacces were placed in 
five plans jars with mo names on them 
in any tobacco shop in the US. no one 
could tell that these inhacoos were made 
in Denmark,” Blews says enthusiastically. 
“There are tobacco brands in tobaces bars 
today that you can open up the jar and 
immediately recognize that it 6 a Danish 
tobacco. Not so with Mac Baren’s 7 Seas. 
Mac Baren achieved their goal because 
of the procedures that they adopted, the 
quality of the tobacos they have and using 
their own mixtures to achieve a tobacce 
that is similar in some aspects bur different 


in some others. Like any gow American- 
aiyle aromatic tobacco, 7 Seas possesses 
smoking characteristics that are light and 
mid, and the coon mote 6 predominantly 
aromatic. | know of no one who's ever, 
outside of the U.S. accomplished this a 
successfully as they have.” 

Both Blews and Jensen are proud of the 
? Seas lineup and are confident that Mac 
Baren has developed pipe tobacos that 
will only grow in popularity as mare pape 
eiokers give them a try. 

“We're really after the smoker who 
has snaked an American-style aromatic 
tobacco,” Blews continues. “Wie want them 
te try our blends. Some of them are very 
dimilar, and others are a mew experience, 
such as cherry-fbwered tobacco. If pou 
look at seme of the better-selling aromatic 
tobaccos that have been arcund since the 
mid-"Fls, people are geting tired of thase 
tastes. Pipe smokers like the opportunity 
te experience some change. Some of car 
blends are very similar to these blends, but 
then we have sve aromatic styles that are 
very different 

While Mac Baren is excited about the 
potential sales growth regarding * Seas, 
itis well inte its next projects, lensen and 
Blews explain as they cross the road and 
enter the production facility. 

Mac Baren's tobacco factory is more 
than just a place where the company pro- 
cesses and blends its tobaccos. [t alse bous- 
es Henrik’s office, a cafeteria, a bonded 
warehouse from which Mac Baren distrib- 
utes some products inside Denmark, and a 
packaging and shipping department. The 
lobby and the cafeteria are tastefully dece- 
rated with artwork from local artists, and 
there are products from local companies 
on display that Mac Baren employees may 
purchase at a discourt. 

Outside the double doors leading onto 
the prodaction Qoor, there is a low bul 
Heady hum, the thickness of the doors 
and walls separating the lobby trai the 
factory oor conquerng the din of Mac 
Baren’s twe manubacturing lines. Opening 
the doors breaches the low murmur of the 
machinery and twe senses are briefly over- 
whelmed—your hearing is assiulted by 
the click-clacks of coantless moving parts 
cutting, conveying and spraying tobacco 
threugh the praducthon process, and year 
nose instantly picks up the fragrant and 
sweet scent of Virgintas, Burleys and more 
exotic tobaccos inside the ronm. 

Shouting above the din, Blews recalls a 





Taking taste seriously 


story from his early days in the business. 

“l remember the first time | visited a 
factory in Richmond, Va, and I picked 
up) that smell” he says. “[ asked the fiuc- 
tory anager what that smell was and 
he replied, “Tobaces, and it runs in my 
blood! Ml never forget that and now it 
runs in nine.” 

To produce 7 Seas, dlac Baren merely 
had to tweak its existing machinery a ltde 
bit—changing nozzke sizes for casing and 
top noting. for instance, or setting its cut- 
ting knives to make & different cut. But for 
its Latest challenge—using English-style 
marufactoring processes to create new 
tobaccos—the company purchased several 
old steam presses. 

“| have been involved in tobacco 
manufacturing around the workd,” Blews 
explains. “There are different processes 
of tobacco around the world, thaugh the 
tobacoos themselves may be the same. 
The English-stvle manufacturing process 
in general uses steam presses. Steam press- 
e: were predominantly used only in the 
United Kingdom, and many of these old 
English tobacos houses are gore nerw 

Occupying the center of the praducthon 


facility, Mac Baren’s preasea—beth cold 
and stearni—are lined up on ether side of 
a wide lane. Walking dawn the Eine with 
the large, drab olive-green painted steel 
presses on etther side might remind one 
of a tree-lined thersughfare. Close to i 
pounds of tobacco, separated inte as little 
as 15 te ds many a4 Mb slabs, are placed 
inside the presses and then subjected to 
apprmumately 6) tons of pressure for a 
little as feo hours amd as much as six hours 
if it will be a flake tobaceo. The steam is 
Purnped into the press ata litte more than 
350) degrees for two hevurs, and then the 
tobacco is leh overnight inside the press. 
The result when it & removed fram the 
press is a dense brown tobaces cake that 
resembles a pan of brewnies fresh fora 
the oven. 

“This is really exciting for ime to see, 
because the only places where I saw stearn 
presses was Dunhill and Murrays factories 
in the U.K." Blews says. “The beet press 
allows the tobaccos to marry differently, 
and better fier English-style tobacco, in my 
crpuruices.” 

As with the 7 Seas project, using steara 
presses to create English blends was new 


Fancy yourself an expert smoker? Have you honed your pal- 
ate to the level where you can taste the various components of 
any pipe tobacco blend? Are pou articulate enough to analyti- 
cally describe what you re experiencing to others? Would you 
like to get paid to smoke a pipe? Can you travel to Svendbarg, 
Denmark, every Wednesday night? If you answered yes to all 
of the above, you just might be the type of pipe smoker that 
Mac Baren seeks for its tobacco tasting panel. 

A group of approximately 3) pipe amokers, most of them 
from the local pipe club, gather in an upstairs office in Mac 
Baren’s production facility for two hours every Wednesday 
evening to sample blends and offer their feedback. These 
lucky smokers are chosen froma gael of mere than 40 
applicants While the panelists may be tiends and display a 
certain level of joviality when they-arrive, once the tobaccos 
and pipes are distributed it becomes sericis business. 

On this particular ight, each panelist is given three 
unidentified bends and three Royal Danish billiard pipes in 
which to sample them. The panelists are also given a sizeable 
questionnaire to fill out as they srvoke each blend, and Mac 
Baren provides chocolate, crackers and water to refresh their 
palates between blends. 

“Were just looking fora comparson or their description. 
at the taste,” Jensen gays. “We doen't care if they Like it of met 
We have all these parameters we ask them about. We like to 


test the frultiness and the keynote. We ask herw they smell it, 
feel it, How does it taste? How dees it look? The pre-amoke 
questionnaire is longer than the smoking questionnaire.” 

Having a keen sense of taste & the most important ele- 
ment for any potential panelist—ensuring existing blends 
consistencies and new product development depend on these 
men's taste buds. 

“Once a year, we calibrate thelr tastes,” Jensen explains 
“We give them phisses of water that have some flavering 
added. We ask them te start from the left and gauge their 
respomses to what they taste. All the information goes into a 
compriter. [fsomeone fails the calibration, they are oo longer 
allowed on the panel.” 

There's 4 small hlending area next to the panel's office 
where at least 10 pounds of each blend to be tested i mixed 
The panelists are given enough time to examine and then 
samiple a blend before they move on to the next one. At the 
end of the session, Jensen and his staff evaluate the previcus 
week's sesgon with the panelists. 

“Weill look at the results and change the blend a little bit 
and then ask them to test it again,” Jensen says “They have 
no idea what theyre smoking and have mo idea what the 
Individual results should be. This is how we best mew blends. 
We're back to what Jargen Halberg always saiki—fill your 
pipe time after time and keep trying until you get it right” 


territory for Mac Baren. They have once 
again undergone intensive training and 
testing of how the steam presses affect var- 
ious tobacees, and they are now beginning 
to develop blends that they hope consum- 
ers will be able to enjoy by the end of 2012. 

“The project on our plate is to come 
out with a brand of tobacco made in 
the English style—whether it be a ready- 
fibbed or a cake—made to the standards 
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of the old-time English tobaccos frorn 
the PMs and 1950s." says Blews. “This 
is a process of understanding history and 
manufacturing and then looking at pred- 
ucts that were manufactured at that time 
and seeing what we could do te take that 
product properly today." 

Mac Baren is already selling a tobacco 
blend in the U.K. that was processed in 
the steam presies, and Blews expects that 


the blends on which the company is now 
working will be moore than just Latakla- 
laden tobaccns. 

“There will be Virginia and Burley 
blends,” he says. “This i net an English 
tobacco, but it is a line of English-style 
manufactured tobaccos. Even if the 
English-style tobacce was a 1.000 percent 
hit, you're still talking about 2 te 3 percent 
of the total U.S. market. What influence 
weaild that really be except to say that 
were able to produce that tobaces and 
distribute it worldwide.” 

Blews also predicts that consumers cin 
expect bo see additions in Mac Baren's rel 
cake lines. A handmade pipe tobacco with 
construction similar 1 that of cigars, the 
rolls Wac Baren is now Jooking to make 
will be shighty wider than they have been 
traditionally. The wider rolls offer more 
taste as well as rece for experimentation. 

“Tt has a let of opportunities for us to 
use different leaves, particularly when you 
look at some of the tobaceos that were 
used in England in the old rope styles 
Jensen says. “This is very similar to that, 
but its not quite a tightly pressed as 
they were. There will be sxme changes of 
blends to give us the type of favor that 
we're looking for. Like the English-style 
tobacco, it's a niche market." 

While most of the other tobacee ena - 
panies look at the entire pipe tobaccs mar 
ket as an unprofitable niche that's more 
trouble than it's worth, Mac Baren's per- 
somntel are so dedicated to their tacks that 
they get excited about filling the niches in 
that niche market. They are, by and large, 
pipe tobacco geeks who eagerly seek new 
ways of expressing their professionalisnn 
and expertise one pulfata tine. IPs an atti- 
tude that Blews frequenily remarks ups. 

“Tm just one litth tebacoo peddler in 
the U.S." he explains. “Only real tobacco 
people can see the long-term benefit of 
what we are asking them to do today, A 
mew upatart business or a tobacco bars- 
ness that's nun by finance people wouldn't 
do it That's why so many corpambes 
in the U.S. have eliminated all of these 
blends that don't make them money, [t's 
1manng fo me be see a CeMtpany today 
that is as focused on ao many different 
tobacco products as Mac Baren is. These 
people have an interest in tebacee that | 
see nowhere ele [t's just marvelous to 
work with them. [t's great to see their keen 
interest and understanding of what can be 
accomplished.” ['hc!

An unfortunate and 
sobering event then made me deckle on 
using “Pipeful,” the name of a collection 
of essays by the great Christopher Morley

Via Kindk, among other sources). It was 
the sad passing of Robert ©. Runowski Ir. 
one of the greatest fans of Morley and of 
the gentle hobby of pipe smoking that | 
have known, that gave me the mane. 

Bob passed away on July 24, 2011. 
He was a gentle soul, a3 conversant on 
Plate aon our shared Sowth Philadelphia 
neighborhood. A senior environmental 
scientist, he described his hair color as 
“none” ard his tastes in music were clas- 
sical, with a particular fondness for Ralph 
Vaughan Williams. He suffered fromm 
wounds received in Vietnam, but they 
never detained him from rounds with 
his “demon peke.” Bob was a deeply 
thoughtful and religious man, admired 
by all who knew him. His pipe tobacco 
knowledge was encyclopedic, and he was 
instrumental in the rebirth of the classic 
Burley blends Allen and Unwin's and 
Blue Boar with Cornell & Diehl (under 
different names). He was an unabashed 
Burley fan and reintroduced me te Five 


Brothers, which | came to savor only later 
in life. Bob wrote, “My own feeling is that 
many may smoke pipes but few become 
pipesmokers, and when one becomes a 
pipesmoker then they will heed the call 
of Burley, and embrace Burley as their 
“ur mater, their Earth mother." He was 
a big fan of Edgeworth Ready-rubbed 
and mourned its passing. Qne of his 
blends from C&D is Haunted Bookshop, 
named for another Morley work, a novel, 
and even his Web nom-de-plume was 
Morleysson, which still lives on many 
websites. | urge you to seek out his persis- 
tent wisdom of the leaf on the Web. 

Since he worked closely (and gratis, 
for the advancement of the art and. sci- 
ence of blending} with Craig Tarler on 
many Burley-based blends, | asked Craig 
for a few comments and he was effusive 
in his praise: 

Bob was a close friend for 15 pers, 
chert tough we met physically only once 
since He Red mick difficulty traveding 
with His Bad legs. We talked at least orice 
a week, mainly about tobacco Merits, 
where he was an acknowledged font of 
information about bygone Merits, with a 
fabulous ntentory for thelr look asd taste 
futiressed by an encyclopedic Knowledge 
of the masufieeturers. 

He was primarily responsible for the 
reiatisdakce of Burley in the past (tee or 
a0 years CeD supplied filne with our 
base tobaccos, aid he was always catt- 
sulted an new blends, where hee was asked 
fo evaluate thet aid suggest changes. 
Additionaily, he was encouraged to cre- 
di2 new blends using aur tobaccos, which 
he did admirably, aid to fest Burteps 
when we Had fo chdige seppliers, crop 
fears or couninies of origin tn order fe 
keep consistency. 

Bob's direct conterbucthnes fo our mest 
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iicluded Old Joe Kravitz, (mented for! 
his grandfather, Bedey's Front Porch, ae 
aicesthel hontestedad: Haunted Bowkstore; 
Epiphary, ard all four of oer Berrley 
flakes. Other cortribetions were to many 
fo list, bul all his suggestions resulted in 
the “tweaking” of many blends, adding 
just Saat “je ie ete geo” thet made the 
Hlerids complete. 

He was well read and kept up to date 
avd vitally interested in politics. da fact, 
Patty will miss him terribly withaet tretr 
sontetimes hour-loag conversations on 
politics, where Lhey nitostly agreed. 

Aig wntold contributions to the pipe- 
snonkiig fraternity will be greatly madszed, 
iicucding fils consuint contributions ta the 
ftey farecets foe soetilored. 

Noone will miss hint more Moor Patty 
and 1 REP MWorleyssonT Fou will tng be 
Fementhered,

admired, including many living, but 
also the late Barry Millroad, equally a 
tobacco encyclopedia.

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The French maverick 


A love for pipes motivates a career change from 


What is it about pipes that makes uni- 
versity students give up their academic 
aspirations and architects and designers, 
musics and educators, stone masons 
and farmers alike quit their jobs and end 
their careers? It can’t be denied: Pipes are 
Jertntes fitale:, seductive pet dangereus 
sirens whose call is irresistible ti some 
of us mortals, Aid that facinating chant 
resonates not only in the renowned con- 
temporary breeding grounds of new pipe- 
making talent Like the UA. of Germany. 
As it happens, if managed to cuptivate a 
Young computer technologist living in a 
tiny village in Alsace, on the eastern border 
of France adjacent te Germany. 

fn FM, at age 23, David Enrique stum- 
bles upon a pedestrian pipe in a flea mear- 
ket. [t's love at first sight and the beginning 
ofa life-changing passion. Soon he discov- 
ers through the Internet the overwhelm- 
ing diversity of tobacco blends and the 
jaw-dropping work of master carvers. He's 
particularly impressed with Danish leg- 
end Tom Eltang and with Trever Talbert, 
whom he meets im the American expatri- 
ate’s Breton workshop. Simulianesusly, 
Enrique discovers he's not exactly alome in 
his enthusiasm for papes when he becomes 
an active member of Fuvteurs de Pipe, the 
leading online pipe-related newsgroup in 
the French-speaking part of the world. 
[t's in this forum that he presents his 
very first chimsy attempt at pipemaking 
in 24. He capes two more pipes with 
his Dremel and is hooked. Enrique sens- 
ei he has found his vocation, especially

computer programming to pipemaking 


after a short stay in Saint-Claude ducing 
which he is given the opportunity tw visil 
the Genod workshop and to extensively 
watch Paul Lanier, one of the most skillful 
Sanclaudian old-timers, at work. 

In April ARIS the young Alsatian cross 
es the Rubicon: He quits bis job as a 
programmer and moves to Salnt-Claude, 
hoping to find an apprentice job in one 
of the pipe factories of the town that once 
wis considered the pipe capital of the 
world. A few days later he is hired by 
Chacon a5 a morifer, a worker who 
assembles the stummels and the stems. 
“When look back on my Chacon days, 
[ have mixed feelings,” Enrique remem- 
bers. “The whole learning precess was. 
more about speed and productivity than 
about achieving preciston and excellence. 
Moreover, the working conditions could 
get really tough at times. During the long 
and harsh winter in the Jura mourtains, 
I looked like the famous Michelin Man 
because | had to wear several layers of 
Clothing in order to endure the cold in 
the almost unheated workshop. On the 
other hand, | managed to learn a lot of the 
basics because although | was supposed 
to concentrate exclusively on the craft of 
mounting pipes, | observed the routines 
of all my co-workers. That was extrenely 
important to me, because by then | knew 
I wanted to establish myself as an inde- 
pendent pipemaker.” That's why Enrique 
starts te spend his hard-earned money 
on fools that allow hint to produce some 
pipes during his spare time made fron 


stumumtels ard modified blanks. And they 
sell immediately. 

A pear Later, the aspiring young pipe- 
tiaker gets one step closer te the real- 
ization of his dream: He is bevited by 
Marco Biagini, who manufactures Moretti 
pipes, to spend a week in bis company. 
“A fantastic week,” an eihused Enrique 
recalls. “Marco was a great tuter fron 
whom | learned by doing rather than 
by watching: hew to read a briar block 
and how te shape a pipe freehand style. 
Tt was a pleasure and a revelation.” And 
the education is immediately evident in 
his work, A few months Liter, Enrique 
attends his first pipe show, organized in 
Rheinbach by German pipe dealer Aching 
Frank. He brings a few handmade pipes 
that are examined by Bertram Satterling, 
Heiner Nonnenbroich, Frank Asmacher 
and Cornelius Ming. When they learn 
these are his very first pipes made by hand, 
they are getvuinely amazed. At the end of 
the day, Enrique leaves with half a dezen 
telephone numbers of prominent Germnat 
earvers in bis pocket and an invitation 
te study in Nennenbreich’s werkshep. 
“Heiner and bis farnily were oo welecan- 
ing. Cll never forget their kimedsess. Ad it 
was with Heiner that I learned a lot about 
Scandinavian- and Gernan-atyle shaping 
and, even more important, about the way 
aftarning an Ebonite red inte one of those 
remarkably combortable German stems.” 
The short training in Nennenbrotch’s 
workshop i a revelation: Enrique now 
understands that in the Chacom factory it 








is impossible for him to grow, ac he quits. 
lin July DY, he sets up his own workshop 
in Saint-Clauwde and starts selling his work 
through the Internet. At last he's an arti- 
gan pipemaker. Two pears later he leaves 
the center of the French pipe industry 
and establishes himself in Le Vermont, 
a tiny village of Sb anuls in the Vosges 
mountains surrounded by forests and 


in] 


graglands. When Enrique aunments on 
his move, he sounds rather bitter: “Why 
should | have stayed? It's a Sanclaudian 
tradition to try to smother the emergence 
of new pipemakers. In Germany, Rainer 
Barbi never saw the upcoming gemera- 
tion of artisans as a threat. On the cemn- 
trary, he shared all his knowledge and 
experience with whomever asked for is 





help. In America, young pipermakers get 
the opportunity te vieit the workshops of 
established carvers, to ask for adviee and 
te get sine training. Take Trever Talbert 
or Todd Johnsen, for example: They really 
share their skills, Actually, when I have 
a problem, | can contact Trever or Rad 
Davis. But in Saint-aude there's this 
cnmerts mentality: Everybody keeps their 
litthe secrets to themselves and hardly any 
expertenced pipermaker will share his crafi 
with a potential competitor. Pierre Morel 
seems te be the only exception” 

Today, four years later, Enrique & a 
respected and successful pipemaker. His 
order book is filled, and he sell his work 
to pipe enthusiasts all over the world. 
Although he has received proposals fron 
several prestigious American and Asian 
retailers, he continues to prefer a barsi- 
ness plan based on direct sabes. “I work 
quite shrwly, so] dont manage te produce 
enough pipes to make a decent living if 1 
have te sell them at wholesale prices. OF 
course [ could raise my prices, but that's 
something [na not eager to de. Right new 
T have beyal customers whe appreciate 
my peice-quality ratte, and P wan't risk 


alienating them. Wloreover, | really like the 
contact with my clients. | lowe te trey bo sat- 
isfy their requests and to take ints account 
their feedback. That's what allows me to 
grow and to get better.” 

nspired by Talbert, Enrique basi- 
cally offers two distinct lines of pipes, 
Accord and Gamme DE. All Accord 
pipes are completely handmade and can 
come emooth, sandblasted or rusticated. 
They're stamped with the name of the 
line and the pipemaker and with the 
year of production. Thats it, no grading 
whatsoever. An Accord is typically priced 
between €220 and €280. Exceptional piec- 
are graded Harmonte and break the 
#300 barrier, but in four years, only three 
pipes have been awarded this distinction. 
A handmade pipe that doesn't make the 
Accord grade ends up as a Gamime DE, 
but most of the pipes that are stamped 
Gamme DE are made from ald. well- 
seaaemed, pre-turned stummels that are 
hand finished and mounted with a hand- 
cut stem. They come in the three finishes 
and range from €0M) to €1S A year age, 
Enrique introduced a new series, appro- 
priately baptized Alliance, since these 








pipes are the result of a collaboration 
with French master carver Mlocel. Today 
an Alliance pipe ts shaped and mounted 
by Morel, while Enrique finishes the briar 
and the stem, but in the future both pipe- 
makers plan to design and manufacture 
new shapes ina common effort. 

Wheo asked abut his style, Enrique 
scratches his head. “Pll have to disappeant 


you, but | doen't have the impression | 
have a style of my own yet. Sure, cus- 
temers tell me they can easly recognize 
an Enrique, but | seem to lack the men- 
tal distance to objectively view my body 
of werk and to distinguish a commen 
dencetiinator. | guess fumdamentally Tt 
a versatile pipemaker. | find as much plea- 
sure and satisicton in shaping a classic 


billiard as Dido in carving a blewdish. | love 
the English traclitionals, but I also enjoy 
exploring contemporary Danish, German, 
American and Russian shapes. And | have 
a ball trying te capture the essence of the 
shapes customers comission. If there's 
some stylistic elervent ['m constantly look- 
ing for, it would be fiuid lines and elegance 
in praportbons. For my personal pipes, 
[i systematically attracted to slender and 
light pieces. That's why, apart trom the 
amallish old English and Talbert morta 
pipes, [lowe te srneke Paolo Beckers.” 
Asa snvoker, Enrique feels most attract 
éd to blasted pipes, and this preference 
shows in his body of work. Just like Jim 
Cooke, Larry Roush, Broce Weaver or 
Rad Davis, he produces far more sand- 
blasted briars than srooth ones. In his 
Jocal market this choice is unheard off 
because for the typical French custumer of 
the Saint-Claude factories, a blasted pipe 
ka poor man’s pipe, made from wood 
with so many flaws that even halfa dozen 
fills couldin't save it. Incidentally, although 
most French don't mind fills at all if 
goes without saying that Enrique never 
ever uses any. His blasts exude character 
and even if they might not be a5 deep as 
the typical American artisan pipes, they're 
very well defined and craggy. In order ta 


obtain this appealing result, Enrique uses 
a three-stage process with different media: 
aluminum oxide, followed by glass beads 
in two different sizes. To finish them, he 
applies a natural shellac aid stains im myr- 
iad tones, a light tan sheil being his favor- 
ite. The smooth pipes can sport a natural 
finish or a deep contrast stain applied in 
several layers thal are patiently sanded up 
to 1S) grit and polished to a high gloss 
after Danish oil has been applied. 

Cn average it takes Enrique from a 
day to a day and a half to manufacture a 
pipe, while complex shapes or ferns he's 
exploring for the first tine can ooat hin 
Lip to three days. Hence, his yearly peoduc- 
tion wavers araund 120 pieces. “I keow [ 
could work faster,” he explains, “but at this 
stage of my career I couldn't de so without 
compromising quality. When | myself buy 
a pipe, [om quite demanding, so [na per- 
fectly aware of the fact my customers have 
high expectations, aod that's why [ don't 
want to risk disappointiog them by cutting 
a comer here and there” 

Reserved and rather shy by nature, 
Enrique becomes a talkative tutor when 
given the opportunity to describe and 
demonstrate his working method. And, 
no doubt about it, this tutor is of the thor- 
oughly analytical and obsessively accurate 





kind. While his hands incessantly flut- 
ter between briar blocks, Ehenite rads, 
bhasting txezles, belt sanders, lathes and 
sandpaper, he takes me with painstaking 
precision tireugh each and every step and 
reels off grit nucobers, drill bit sizes, airway 
diameters and compressor pressure ratbes. 
Llearn that, typically, Encique starts aff by 
drawing a template of the shape he has 
in mind and then goes through his briar 
stack to keok for the moat suitable plateau. 
And when Wf comes to briar blocks, he 
is quite particular. His friend and for- 
mer neni Marco Biagint provides bien 
with wood fron his own stock that he 
has hand-picked at the oaill and that has 
been curing in his workshep for at least 
[5 years. Moreover, from the to time 
Enrique visits Minne fof Romeo Briat 
in Italy) to select the blocks he'd like to 
work with. Minumno's wood is stored and 
seasoned for at least a year. “Wrell-boiled 
and theroughly cured briar doesn't pro- 
duce an unpleasant taste,” Enrique says. 
“| for one enjoy the first smokes in a bare 
bowl, and | know the vast imapority of my 
customers are like me. Thats why I don't 
cout ry tobacca chambers. Mind vou, 
Tin mot implying that by definition [nm 
oppided te all coatings, simce | de coat all 
my merta pipes” 





What defines in his opinion a great 
pipe? “Obviously, it should be beautiful, 
elegant, well proportioned, appealing to 
the eve and to the hand. But im the first 
place it has te be comfortable and an excel- 
lent snoker with a smooth taste. The best 
pipes are these where briar las a fine taste, 
a properly executed airway that results in 
a perfect draw and a bit with a pleasant 
mouth feel come together in harreny.” 
That's why an Enrique airway is typically 
drilled to a diameter of 42 mim and ends 
with a V-shaped slot that goes as deep as 5 
cm into the stem. The tenons are funneled 
and the Ebonite or Cumberland bits with 
softly rounded buttons range from 3.5 min 
to 3.8 min, deperding on the size and the 
weight of the pipe. 

Does Enrique fealize that in a country 
where the pipe industry has been slowly 
dying, he is one of the Last flame bearers! 
He sighs. “In France. a pipe smoker isn’t 
perceived as an elegant gentleman, a cul- 
tured intellectual or even as a hecdonist. 
Over here a pipe smoker is considered an 
old fogy. A pipe is an attribute fram anoth- 
erage. When I tell people [ma pipensaker, 
the most common reaction is: How can 
you make a living since no one smokes a 


pipe anymore? Obviously, this kind of bias. 


doesn't exactly enemirage new vocations. 


As for being a flame bearer, | dow't think 
of myself as someone who perpetuates 
the French pipe tradition. Sly influences 
and standards come from Scandinavia, 
Germany and the USA rather than frorn 
Saint-Chiode.” Despite being a perceived 
anachronism, he seers to have ie regrets. 
“L actually quite enjoyed may job asa pre- 
grammer, and it's true it provided me with 
financial stability, bot turning a blick of 





word and a piece of rubber inte a beautiful 
and well-perlonning pipe gives me more 
Pleasure and pride than writing a few lines 
af code. Programming was a mere jobs.

The uber-pipe

There are good pipes ... 

and there are great pipes! 

Personally, [ get great satisfaction in 
a story told, a case argued, a puzzle 
untangled. This is one of these occa- 
sions. As a student of pipe history, | 
have a theory that the earliest tobacco 
pipes of wood, clay, porcelain and 
meerschaum that originated in one 
country were eventually either wholly 
adopted, Le., replicated, or were adapt- 
ed, ie. slightly modified in shape or 
atyle, in neighboring countries. Sure, 
there were the expected individual, 
regional or national alterations that 
each craftsman applied to pipes to 
exhibit his unique skills or the ever-se- 
alight changes ina pipe's format to suit 
his clients’ tastes. But there are always 
exceptions to every rule, right? 

In the recorded annals of pipe his- 
tory, few configurations or mediums 
are singularly distinctive or unique 
enough to be considered stellar comtei- 
butions to pipe art In my opinion, ta 
qualify, such pipes must be archetypes 
or they must meet certain criteria, 
that is, formats that have net been 
produced elsewhere, formats that are, 
stylistically, one of a kind, formats. 
that, today, are considered a nation’s 
aymbelic offering to the pantheon of 
pipes. OF all the tobacco pipes—every 
conceivable shape, size and substance 
from around the globe—made for 
amoking tobacco, | strongly believe 
that only four warrant this special

designation: (1) Prance’s Dieppe ivory 
pipe: (2) Japan's Riera; (3) Great 
Britain's Jasperware (Wedgwood) pipe 
bowls; and (4) Germany's Ulmer pipe, 
hereinalter identified as the Ulnner. 
Knowledgeable museum curators, 
antiques appraisers or pipe collectors 
in any of these respective countries 
would respond that, today, their par- 
ticular pipe is the pride of their nation. 
Why? They were not ubiquitous; they 
were dirt-cheap to buy in their day, 
but their market values have soared 
of late; they are beloved by many, but 
they're surely not everyone's favorites; 
and, most important, they are endan- 
gered treasures that should rightfully 
be the preserve of national museunss 
and archives, not the stuff of public 
dictions, antiques fairs, boot sales and 
flea markets. 

Yet I would be remiss if | did not 
give honorable mention to China, 
which, some would argue, ought to be 
the fifth member of this special coterie. 
Her countrymen invented two uten- 
ails in two distinct formats to ingest 
amoke: the water pipe and the opiucna 
pipe. However unique their respec- 
tive designs, both pipes were used for 
chandu, the black pill, Chinese molas- 
ses, dried latex, that treaclelike sub- 
stance known by so many other street 
names. The poppy is a member of the 
family of Papaveraceaé, met the fam- 
ily of Solanecese within which is the 
genus Nicotiana. Furthermore, of late, 
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shoddy Oriental reproductions of both 
have infested the West, sa they do nat 
qualify based on the aferementioned 
criteria, and neither pipe, however 
strikingly handsome, is a player im this 
essay. (Aid, as an aside, a few pipe cal- 
lectors might argue that England's cal- 
orful blown-glass pipes [from Bristol 
and Nailsea] should rightfully be con- 
sidered a member of this elite group, 
but | would reason that these are not 
im the same league, because they were 
whimsies, oot tobacco pipes; others 
might be leas complimentary and call 
them [mpertal kitsch or schlock.) 

[ have previously written about the 
Aer and the Dieppe pipe in this 
magazine, and about Jasperware pipe 
bowls in another magazine, but the 
reader need not be familiar with these 
three pipes to appreciate the Ulmer 
pipe, whose development is detailed 
in this easay. The Ulmer is some- 
what misunderstood, yet it has ouch 
appeal te net only antique pipe cal- 
lectors, but also to these whe like it, 
because they like tobacce pipes made 
af any wood. Strange, indeed, that sc 
litte has been published about what 
1 consider the tiber-pipe of all wood 
Pipes, a true design original I an 
always searching for documentation 
that sheds light on or provides a bet- 
ter understanding of a pipe's past, but 
following the Ulmer’s trail—in any 
language—has been rather bleak, find- 
ing a tidbit rather than a trove. Two 


publications, a slins pamphlet (Adolph 
Hiberle, Ove 
Maserpfeifenkapfe in ihrer Kulfur- arial 
wirhchaftsgeschichtiicher Bedeutung 
[1950]), and an Wustrated collector's 
puide (Anton Manger, Die berdifenten 
Ulnier Maserpfeifen. Geschichtiiches 
und Kaltergeschichtiches iiber die 
Pfeifenerstellung ta Ulm nrit ber 
i30 Abbildungen [1998]}, are the 
sum total of German literary output. 
Incidentally, I visited Manger in 2001, 
and [was overwhelmed by what I saw. 
He had already amassed an outstand- 
ing collection of more than 100 dif- 
ferent specimens and. as he reminds 
me in our frequent email exchanges, 
he's still hunting for more. In my 
considered view, Manger is der Mana 
avd’ the most-est, the Metster of the 
Maserpfeifenkop? ... Europe's King of 
the Klobes (Kober is explaimed later). 

Dale Harrison in “Back to Basics: 
A journey through the jargen of the 
pipe.” Pipes ard fobaccos, Winter 
2008, advised: “Unusual pipe styles 
with equally unusial monikers, such 
as the Ulmer, can be especially mys- 
terious for these new to pipes.” Well, 
1 an out the Uliner 4a that it's neo 
longer a mystery to subscribers of this 
iagacine. I mentioned it in Passing in 
“Un-Briars” Pipes and tobsccos, Spring 
2001. New it's time to tell a more 
complete story, or rather, as complete

Winn, a city with a colorful history 

If the conversation is about gothic 
architecture, the city of Ulm enters the 
discussion, because tts cathedral has 
the highest church spire in the world. 
If the conversation is about complex 
musical instruments in Europe, Ulm 
is center-stage, because its cathedral 
has the largest organ in the country— 
6564 pipes—according to pub- 
lished reports. Historic Ulm, Baden- 
Wirttemberg, Germany, situated on 


the Danube River near the mouth of 
the Iller River, founded in the rmid- 
ninth century, thrived as a medieval 
trading and textile manufacturing cen- 
ter and, according te the ith edi- 
tion of the Exepelopedia Sritveriica 
of 1911, is “famous for its vegetables 
lespecially asparagus), barley, beer, 
pipe-bowls and sweet cakes (Ulmer 
Zuckerbrot).” (Parenthetically, Ulm ts 
famous for at least one mere thing: 
the loonie pipe smoker Albert Einstein 
was born in that city in 1879. And, 
here's a bit of coincidental trivia: Since 
1995, Christopher Ulmer is the plant 
manager of Killinger Pferfern, Freiberg, 
Germany, a company that manufac- 
tires organ pipes and reeds.) 

Helen @immern said this about her 
visit te this city ("Ulm," The English 
Musirated Magazine, 1885-1886): °... 
in reapect of wood-carving, [Ul] may 
claim to stand first in all Germany.” 
Then she volunteered, “The introduc- 
thon of machinery has interfered with 
its ancient trade of spinning, and of all 
its former specialties it only retains that 
in carved wooden pipe-heads of the 
huge type familiar in representations 
of the typical German, and known 
aa “Uln-heads.” She added: “In the 
tower [of the cathedral of Ulm], toa, is 
kept a typical “Ulm-head,” the largest 
tobaceo-pipe ever mace {Could 
this have been, perhaps, a private 
hidey-hole fora pipe-smoking priest?) 
Whether a Zimmern fact or fiction, it 
ig more than coincidental that a car- 
roborative comment (ofl sacts) men- 
tioning this same (cathedeal’s) “Ulm- 
head” is found in “Traditions Relating 
to Ulm Cathedral” {The Americas 
Architect dnd Building News, Volume 
KIX, January-June, 1686), a trade jour- 
nal: “Tradition telleth that a student 
from Tibingen once smoked it empty 
after a steady pull of nine bowrs.” 

The Ulmer was also celebrated in 
fiction. Here is Berthold Auerbach, 
Alovs [1AT?): “But the most distin- 
fuished mark of a grown-up lad is 
the tobacco pipe. So there they stood 
with their speckled Ulin bowls, silver-

mounted and hung with silver chains.” 
And this from his “The Pipe of 
War” (FLH. and Elizabeth Stoddard, 
Readings and Recitations frome Modern 
Authors, 1BB4): 

He had the finest pipe in the vil: 
lage; and we must regard if more 
closely, as it is destined to play an 
important part in this history, The 
head was of Ulm manufacture, mar: 
bleized so that you might fancy the 
strangest figures lagking at it. The 
lid was of silver, shaped like a hel- 
met, and so bright that you could 
see your face in it and that twice 
over, ance upside-down and once 
right side up. At the lower edge 
also, as well as at the stock, the head 
was tipped with silver, A double 
silver chain served as the card, and 
secured the short stem as well as the 
long, crooked, many-jointed mouth: 
piece. Was not that a splendid pipe? 


And this quatrain from “The Last 
Postillion” by German poet and novel- 
ist Joseph Victor von Scheffel (1826- 
1886) that 1 ara ill-equipped to deei- 
pher: “On yellow coat im moonlight 
cold, Thurn Taxis’ buttons shine: He 
amokes tobacco ages old, Fram Ulo 
pipe brown and fine.” Finally, the 
impression fram someone traveling 
through Ulm who, by the choice of 
words, must have seen an Ulmer in use 
{A Professional Gentleman [pseud.], 
“A Six Weeks’ Tour on the Continent” 
[1828], a book review in The Literary 
Gaizette and Journal of Belles Lettres, 
Arts, Sctences, ec. for the Year 1824}: 
“A pipe, the tube of which would 
answer for a cudgel, and whose bowl 
is as big as a breakfast-cup, seldom 
leaves the mouth of the owner." 


The Wimer'’s reign 

Ulm is that singular place where the 
Ulmer, locally identified as Clrrer 
Maserholzpfeife (mottled wood pipe}, 
or Ulmer Kioben (lump oc block), was 
designed and first fabricated. In that 
Spring 2001 PeéT article, | report- 
ed that maserkolz was the German 
word for “any type of veined, streaked, 
speckled, gnarled, burred, knotted, 
mottled of grained bird's-eye wood" 
that was used to make a pipe. All 
other tobacco pipes produced in that 
town that exhibited any of these vis- 
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ible surface characteristics were simply 
identified as Ulmer Holzpfecfen (Ulmer 
wood pipes). Other wood pipes pre- 
duced in Central Europe took on 
Various configurations, some similar, 
others markedly different from the 
Ulmer, and were collectively called 
Ciigernpfeife, of Hungarian-style 
pipes; the three most popular con- 
figurations were the Debrecen (a city 
in Hungary), the Kafvtaach [atylisti- 
cally similar to a chibeuk, shaped like 
a kettle, cauldron of inverted bell), and 
the Ragoczy (believed to have been 
named after a prince of Transylvania). 

The Ulmer'’s design has been dated 
to 1733 and attributed to a certain 
wood turner, Johann Jakob Glackle 
{alternatively spelled Glockler or 
Glicklein): 

Joh. Jakob Gloickle, cin Weber 
feines Handwerks (6. Marz 1702, 
Juli 
1733 Kleinigkeiten aus Holz zu 


gest. 3. L783), begann wm 
schnitzeln und periet dabei auch 
auf Rauchtabaks-pieifenkiipfe aus 
Kasern. Dies der Ursprong der in 
Ulm Glickles-Kapt, im Ausland 
-Ulmer-Kipe penanoten Fteifen 
iK. Landesamt, 
Beschreibung des Gberamts Ub, 
Stuttgart. weiter Band, L897, 3381_ 

Joh. Jakob Glackle, a weaver of 
Jfre handcrajts (horn March 6, 1702, 
died July 3, 1785) began around 
1733 to carve trifles oat of wood and,

thereby, als prospered with iobacca 

smaking pipe heads from veined 
wood, This became the origin in Ulm 
af the Glickles-Head, ana in foreign 
countries, dhe soocalled Ulmer- Head. 


Here is what has also been reported: 
“Das sehr gute Gewerbe wurde 1733 
von dem Ulmer Weber Jak. Glocklen 
gegriindet, dessen Pfeifenkipie sehr 
gesucht wurden" (Beschreibung 
des Qhernmis Clim, 1436, 95). (The 
very good trade was founded by Jak. 
Glicklen of Ulin in 1733, whose pipe 
heads are very much sought after.) One 
hundred years later, Wolfgang Merkle 
in Gewerbe wid Handel der Stadt Ulen 
(1988), called him “Der Begriinder 
des Ulmer Pfeifentacherhandwerks” 
{literally, the Originator of Ulin 
Pipemaker Handeratts). Or, as another 
historian put it: 

.. Johann Jakob Ghickle, hatte 


1733 eine besonders schine Pieife, 
die Ulmer Maserpfeife, kreiert, die 
schnell tiber die Grenzen Ulms 
tand. Der 
Pieitenkepf wurde aus Wurzelhols 


hinaus Werbreitung 
ausgesuchter Baume und Straucher, 
wie wa.

Ulm tn 2S fakrhicndert, 1990, 114). 

—. [fla 1743, felon fakob Glackle 
had created an especially beautiful 
pire, the Uber veined wood pipe, 
thet quickly circulated beyond the 
borders of Ulm. The pipe head was 
jebricated owt of root wood, selected 
brees and shrubs, such os maple ated 
ward raid. 

Greater fame, however, was gar- 
nered by another carver, Johann lakeb 
Gminder, whe advertised in the local 
press as a “Tabaks-Pteitfen-Kopte- 
Pabrikant in Ulm.” 

The Ulmer was later manufactured 
im at least one other German town, 
Schwabisch-Gimind, but, wherever 
produced, this distinctive configura- 
tion would continue to be attributed ta 
ln ad te Glickle. The scope of pire 
duction is unknown, because there waa 
no pipemaker's guild and, factually, 
the earliest Ulin wood turners carved 
pipes when they seeded to supplement 
their income. By 1789, about 20 Ulmer 
Pipemakers were actively engaged in 
that city; the number increased to 
around 45 makers between 1797 and 
1812. Starting with Glockle's prete- 
type and for the next 120 years or 
ao, the Ulmer was extremely popular 
among pipe amekers, but then the 
Wimer was supplanted at about the 
middle of the 19th century by the 
increasingly popular porcelain pipe, 
the surge in meerachaum pipe pre- 
duction and the acceptance of a new 
innovation, the cigar, as an alterna- 
tive mode of smoking. According to 
archival information, in L870, only 
two Ulmer pipe smiths were active in 
Germany. 


The Ulmer, defined and described 
Ulm-heads, pipe-heads, pipe-bowla— 
whatever the local argot may have 
been—this pipe is, without doubt, ane 
of the hardeat te describe in easy- 
to-understand, comprehensible words 
and phrases; its a challenge in any 
language. I'l prove it. 


Ernst Voges, Tobacco Encyclopedia 
(1984) expounds on the Ulmer: 

.» from Ulm in South Germany, 
characterized by a large, tashiomed 
howl and neck made from a single 
piece af wood and joined together 
tll about 2/9 of the way up. The 
walls of this piece were thin, and 
the top of the bow! and the neck 
ana devel The bowl was normal 
ly fitted with a helmet-shaped or 
domed lid, which was often decorat 
ed with punched work. The shank 
was attached be a long stem, which 
was frequently inlaid ar Htted with 
marquetry. The Ulm pipe industry,

was famous throughout Europe bor 





which stanted around the pear | 


the quality af its products. [nm par 
cular the wood, which was a yellow 
hoaxweod with a beautitul finish, 


was widely prized. 


This is not quite the whole stary, 
but, after all, it's generic information 
written for the tobaccs trade, mat 
for the pipe aficionade. The Ulmes 
has been described as being round- 
shaped and resembling a Mask: and 
this i& tot exaggerated, in that some 
Germans slangily call the Ulmer suzz- 
sersack (water bag). The Pijpenkabinet 
(Netherlands) website has this defini- 
tion: “Quite renowned is the produc- 
tion place Ulm, where the famous 
Maserholz Pfeife was made, cshow- 
ing a bowl that is flattened on both 
sides, giving the pipe its particular 
dhouwette.” That's helpful, but it's net 
very detailed. David Wright (The Pipe 
Companion. A Covtnotsseur’s Goide 
[2000] had a handle on it: “One of 
the more popular wooden -pipe shapes 
waa the Ulm. A flat U-shaped pipe 
rounded and wide at the mid-section 
enabling it to be carried in the smok- 
ers pocket, the Ulm originated in 
Germany.” Recently, an lnternet seller 
of a 1860s-era Sven Knudsen briar, 
a aa-called Dantonian Hungarian

(Dantonian Pipe Works), tried to 
explain the Ulimer with similar dif- 
ficulty: “The Hungarian shape has its 
origins in the 18th century “Ulmer 
pipe. with its tall, cylindrical bowl, 
and stout shank joined to the rear of 
the bowl and rising steeply to meet 
a curved bit that rises considerably 
higher than the rim. The deep bend 
allows the large bow! to hang comfort- 
ably in the mouth without tiring the 
jaw, because the deep bend provides 
the required leverage.” Still slightly 
confused? 

Next, [ turn to Ferenc Levardy, 
Our Pipe-Simoking Porebears (1994): 

By about 1840 one-hundred and 
fourteen kinds of Ulm pipes are 
mentioned The fundamental 

characteristic feature of the Ulm 
Pipe was ite well-shaped, compact, 
enclosed mass-form. Twa basic 
types can be differentiated: 

1) The head rons into the disk: 
like water-bag and trom there the 
curved pipe meck is dynamically 
formed. Both the head and the neck 
orpanically coexist with the round 
mass-lorm that protrudes slightly 
from the basic disc 

2) This forms a rounded-otf rect- 
angle by connecting the vertical pipe 
head and neck—also vertical—to 
the horizontal waterbag. The form 
hecwmes ever more compact: noth: 
ing but the rim of the head and neck 
protrudes fram the basic farm. 


This description is somewhat stilt- 
ed, yet I frequently rely on Levardy's 
opus for insights that only a European 
pipe historian would know. This next 
passage from him is illustrative: 

An ‘Ulm Pipe’ is not determined 
either in terms of place of produc: 
tion nor by strict delineations af 
period, such as a particular year. I 
is rather a well-defined form which 
became popular not only in the 
immediate environs af Ulm but alsa 
much further atteld, in the Bavarian, 
Swiss and Austrian Alps and espe: 
cally in the Tyrol where it was 
imitated. [t was more than simply 
a functional object: it was a status 
symbol, a representative indicator 
af the prosperity af its owner, a 
member of the wealthy bourgeois 
socbety. 


Atd in this, he is right on: the 
true Ulmer is a shape, mot a specific 
wood, because many assorted woods 
were engaged. The bowl left the mak- 
ers workbench in various sizes, from 
diminutive to extra-large (known as 
Rieenpfedfeniopf giant pipe head). 
The Ulmer bowl always contained 
a thin tin lining (Mechfutter). The 
bowls were made by one set of apecial- 
ists, the stem made by another skilled 
group; then the twe components were 
matched and married. The very eaeli- 
est bowls were plain, and the very 
eatliest stems, explained later, were 
quite short. 

There were Ulmer wood bow! “one- 
offs,” one identified as a Delphin (dal- 
phin} of griffon (griffin or eryphon) 
style that was also an Ulin design con- 
cept, and it is historically linked to the 
original Ulmer, although Manger, in 
his lengthy treatment of both the pipe 
and pipe carvers, makes no mention of 
this strikingly attractive format. Little 
is known abeut the origin, intent or 
fascination with the Delphin—it is not 
amaminal native to Germany—but its 
name is best explained by the fact that 
there isa dolphin carved into the bowl. 
Levardy opines: 

The pipes fram the eighteenth 
century with the dolphin-griffin- 
lion feature form a distinct proup. 
The stem extrudes from the wide- 
apen mouth of the dolphin, while 
the body is the water bag and its 
tail, fo a greater or lesser extent, 
embraces the bowl, which is deco- 
rated either with a griffin with out: 
stretched wings or with a shield in 
an ornamental frame, supported by 
lions and containing some identifi- 
cation af the owner: his monogram, 
ar the emblem af his guild, or the 
family’s coat of arms. Frequently 
the dominant ornament is an eagle 
pressed against the bowl. The shared 
presence of the delphin and eagle is 
reminiscent of baroque iconagra- 
phy: the dolphin and the eagle are 
tespectively symbolic of water and 
air. 


The ether one-off is an unusual 
specimen, the Doppelpfeife, an Ulmer 
configured with twin, side-by-side 
bowls intended, | guess, to coaleace the 
taste and arama of two different pipe 


tobacces. And there is a yet more rare 
variant, the Ulmer with three, not twa, 
side-by-side bowls. Some say that the 
conmemporary Oom Paul pipe is also 
an Ulmer “one-off.” Dll deter te others 
to take on that design argument. 


Which woods? 
Wood was a favorite material of 
German {and French) pipemakers. 
Carvers gravitated to hard woods 
auch as walnut, cherry, rosewood and 
maple, but they didn't just use any 
piece that was lying arcund. When a 
tree was felled with its wood intended 
for a pipe, the wood was drained of 
iia sap, dried for several peara and 
then boiled of steamed. For whatever 
reason, the Ulmer was singled out for 
attention in print and was associated 
with those woods ideally suited for its 
fabrication. Turners used hard woods 
for various articles, and “the roasts for- 
nish the well known Ulier pipe-heads, 
ao much prized in Germany” (Martin's 
Natural History, a74). And here's 
an observation from Peter Hanellt, 
editor of Matszfield’s Encyelapedia af 
Agricultural ard Horticeltural Crops 
(2001). Referring to field maple: “The 
Workd is suitable for turnery and carv- 
ing {iebacce pipes: Ulmer pipes.” [f 
the printed word of Capes Tobacco 
Plant is the gospel, in the August 1830 
issue, the article “Pipe Woods" offered 
a“tolerably complete list": 36 different 
woods! And | guete from that very 
article: “The Walnut Tree —The roots 
and the stem-ends of walnut trees 
which have grown on stony, thin, and 
sterile ground, can be converted inta 
pipe heads, which from smeking grow 
blackish in the course of time, and aa 
‘Ulm pipes’ enjoy great faveur.” 
Levardy reports: “A German hand- 
book enumerates twenty-seven kinds 
of trees that can be used for pipe- 
making, giving for each ome rea- 
aon or another.” How many woods 
were engaged in the production of 
the Ulmer? What has been noted Leo 
assorted references is that the most 
frequently employed were alder, ash, 
birch, baxwood, buckthorn, cherry, 
elm, hazel, juniper, maple, rowt- 
wood, rosewood, sycamere, walnut, 
white poplar and wild pear Pron 
this lengthy list it cam be conclid- 
ed that pipe carvers experimented 


with just about every tree that was 
native and some that were imported. 
Interestingly, there is the relatively 
rare Ulmer in ebony wood that is 
occasionally encountered. 


The finishing touches 
Initially plain of slick bowls evolved 
inte decorative bowls with appliqued 
silver ornaments, or were deeply 
lncised with scenes of hunters, deer, 
wild game and bucolic mountain pan- 
oramas. Levdrdy comments: “At first, 
carving and figural, ornamental deco- 
Fation took but a minor role, only 
becoming fashionable in the nine- 
teenth century ... However, the great- 
est embellishment of the true Ulm pipe 
was the use of well-selected and care- 
fully-worked wood with quality, dura- 
ble polishing.” The pipemaker worked 
in aynchrony with silversmith: whoa 
crafted the fittings. As time passed, 
ornate, high-dome silver wind covers, 
assorted silver ornaments appliqued 
to the bowls, and long, silver retain- 
ing chains were added nuances that 
became standard fare. As to the high- 
domed wind cover, another standard 
feature of every liner, the follow- 
ing observation Ls from Liebaert and 
Maya (The filustrated History of the 
Pipe}: “The covers [on the Ulmer] 
had the advantage of slowing down 
combustion, offering protection froin 
wind and rain ifsmoked outdoors and 
acting a8 a fire protection measure. 
Only pipes with covers were allowed 
in the Bavarian forests where smoking 
was normally forbidden at the time.” 
By necessity, these small factories 
enlisted the services of horn turners. 
Stems, at first, were short, often of 
antler or bone, and were terminated in 
a turned horn mouthpiece that angled 
away from the bowl. Levardy adds: 
Especial practical common sense 
showed itselt in the shaping af the 
horn mouthpieces. Through exten 
sive usage it often occurred that the 
thin, horny tube wore out as the 
teeth of the smoker gradually erod 
ed it, and finally the button snapped 
ai. To counter this, the pipemakers 
af Ulm invented a sequence of but 
tans fusually five or six, but some 
times up to nineteen or twenty}—([I 
prefer to call them ridges|—in a bid 
to produce the “everlasting pipe.’ 


Ata much later time, the stern 
gradually became longer aod more 
ornately ornamented, and were pre- 


duced in materials other than wood. 


When an Ulmer is not an Ulmer 

The Ulmer shape in meerschaum Is 
known as Wiener Ant (Wienmese vari- 
ety or type), because it was made in 
Vienna, Austria. The 
Variant is always smooth- 
finished, not elaborate, not incised, mot 


meerschaur

engraved. The fitted smoking case ot 
carrying Case offen accompanies this 
pipe bowl, which is not a convention 
with the wood Uliner. To be sprecif- 
ic, the meetschaum equivalent, while 
a great-looking pipe bowl, ia net an 
Ulmer! And, because imitation is the 
best form of flattery, it is known that in 
Germany, Ulmer-shaped bowls were 
also produced in both porcelain and 
amber. Given the meticulously pre- 
cise German language, these two, mo 
doubt, had their own unique descrip- 
tive names. Manger reports that there 
was al least one porcelain pipemaker, 
Johann Jacob Schmidt, whe fabricated 
porcelain bowls a fa the Ulmer shape. 
As te this variant, at a Heidelberg auic- 
thon in 24D, one from a Berlin ranu- 
factory was described as a “Pleifenkopt 
mit sackfirmigem Kessel” (literally, 
pipe head with a sack-formed caul- 
dron}) ... not an Ulmer in porcelain 
or a porcelain Ulier! T did not find 
an equivalent descriptive term for an 
Ulmer-shaped amber bowl, but envi- 
ain stich a masterpiece, the marriage 
of this unique shape executed in this 
lustrously polished resinous, fossilized 
gemstone! It doesnt get any better 
than this, eye candy for the pipe col- 
lector, but not for the smoker, because 
amber would moat cure or smoke well. 
And [ thought that | covered it all 
until, in October 2011, 1 saw an ilus- 
tration of an Inthe Pipe at a German 
auction, what | would have to call a 
bi-Ulmer: a split bowl, the lower half in 
wood, the upper half in meerschaum. 
That's a new one on me, and given its 
very untisual construct, ad based on 
what | have already reported herein,

Transatlantic trade 

German porcelain pipes were not pop- 
ular in the United States, ao they were 
not imported in any significant quan- 
tity, but there is evidence that at least 
a dew Ulmers crossed the Atlantic. 
lnformation on pipes is found in all 
sorts of strange and unusual seure- 
es; | found twa citathons there that 
were wholly unexpected. The first 
is from, of all the odd references— 
because it recalls the aforementioned 
Auerbach— ihe 
Callectians. Wyoming Historical and 
Geological Saccety, Wel. 1, 1858-1884, 
as reported by a certain Mr. Bennett:

They were especially liked 
by the soldiers; that they were super 
seded in 1834) by the porcelain bowls, 
is well-known. 


The second reference is from the 
musenin at the Gettysburg National 
Military Park, Gettysburg, Pa. The fal- 
lowing accession record is on file: 
“Date: 1850. Content Description: 
This carved wooden pipe in the 
German Ulmer style comes from the 
Lydia Leister household. The Leister 
home was used by General George 
Gordon Meade as his headquarters at 
Gettysburg. The pipe features a hinged 
metal cover that allowed its use during 
any kind of weather.” 


And today? 

According ta a July 14, 2000. email 
from Esther Siegmund-Heineke, reg- 
istrar and exhibition hanger of the 
city's Ulmer Museum: "We own a 
collection of Maserkopf holzpfeifen 
indeed and some of them are on show.” 
This is good news for fellow travel- 
ers it this hobby, particularly those 
whe journey extensively in pursuit 
of certain elusive pipes of yesteryear 
and yearn to see them in quantity and 
up close: the Ulmer is detinitely one 
of these. If the reader is a Maserkopt 
holzpfeifen maniac, then this tuse- 
um and the atelier of Anton Manger 
should be on your Eurepean travel 
itinerary. But fair warning when in 
pursuit: be aware of the Ulmer's price 
peo cs. Consider just one Auericat 
reference, Mark F. Moran, Warmen’s 
Tobacco Collectibles. An Identification 
dnd Price Guide (20035). Moran illus- 
trated a few Ulmers and their current- 
market values ranging between 595 
and $1,570 for one in very fine con- 
dition, and that was almost 1) years 
ago. In November 2011, in Niirnberg, 
Germany, the auction house of Peter 
Bamberger comducted “$5. Auktion" 
in which nine very finely carved and 
ornamented Ulmers were on the block; 
opening bids fora few started at €150,

Hidden gem 


The Briar & The Burley’s vast assortment of high-grade pipes is little 


known outside of Bloomington, Ind. 


If you've never attended the 
Chieagoland International Pipe & 
Tobacciana show, chances are you've 





never heard of The Briar & The 
Burley, a full-service tobacco shop 
located in Bloomington, Lod. that 


has a selection of pipes 
matched by very few 
tobacco shops in the 
United States. Mike 
Fisher, proprietor of 
The Briar & The Burley 
since 1972, attends 
the show regularly, 
displaying part of the 
wide selection of briar 
pipes and tinned tobac- 
cos that he sells fron 
his shop located just a 
few blocks away fron 
Indiana University. 

“ldo the pipe show ie 
Chicago,” the 64-year- 
old Fisher explains. 
“It's a meat show and 
it’s great to see so many 
people whe are as pas- 
sionate about pipes as | 
am. OF course, [ spend 
more damn money at 
the show than I make. | 
always find something | 
have to have.” 

Fisher has something 
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of a collectors mentality because 
that’s how he got started in the 
premium tobacce business, apen- 
ing a 375-square-feot store that was 
just one block fron campus. After 
spending eight years earning under- 
Braduate and graduate degrees at 
[U, Fisher took a job working for an 
apartment management firm. While 
a student at [U, Fisher had picked 
up pipe smoking. As he developed 
his palate, Fisher sought tobac- 
cos that weren't readily available 
in Bloomington. Tired of making 
the roughly 50-mile drive merth to 
Indianapolis for the premium tobac- 
cos and high-grade pipes he sought, 
Fisher considered opening his own 
store. Bloomington being a college 
town, Fisher reasoned that it needed 
a premium tobacco shop. 

While still working at the apart- 
ment management firm, Fisher 
opened The Briar & The Eurley. 
His father-in-law minded the shop 
when Fisher was engaged with his 
primary job's responsibilities, and 
Fisher worked at the ahap on nights 
and weekends. 

While he worked a grueling sched- 
wle between a full-time job and being 


4 business owner, Fisher enjoyed it. 
And when the apartment firm deecid- 
ed te sell the complex to another 
firm, Fisher found out that his ser- 
vices would no longer be needed. 

“I found out on a Wednesday 
that | would be out of a job by that 
Priday,” he says with a smile spread- 
ing across his face. “l was out of a 
job, 30 [ made this my profession. 
Porty years later [nn atill deing it.” 

And the business has grown and 
evolved throughout the years. Prom 
that original 375-square-foot space, 
Fisher moved loto a bigger store 
even closer to campus. Then he had 
an opportunity to rent a space at 
Bloomington's College Mall, where 
he stayed for 23 years until the mall 
changed its policy regarding smok- 
ing inside hia store. Pisher then 
moved to Fountain Square, where 
the Monroe County Courthouse is 
located. This past summer, he moved 
a few doors down to his current 
location, a 3,200-square-foot apace 
that was once a bank building. on 
the corner of College and Kirkwood 
Avenues, perhaps Bloomington’s 
busiest intersection. 

“Downtown Bloomington is pret- 
ty amazing for a small town,” Fisher 
explains. “Downtown is just thriving. 
You have a Hilton and a Courtyard 
by Marriott here. All the neat res- 
taurants are downtown. Most dewn- 
towns are dying but Bloomington’s 
is thriving. This store probably is the 
prime location of all of downtown. 
Everybody coming to Bloomington 
for an IU game will come down 
College Avenue. Being on the cornet 
of College and Kirkwood is the best 
location. When people come to town, 
they want to go to the mom-and-pop 
shops and restaurants.” 

A jack-of-all-trades sort, Fisher 
built all of the display cases and 
cabinets in which he showcases his 
wares. Throughout the years, Fisher 
has added other items to comple- 
ment his selection of premium cigars 
and pipes. He has become a seller of 
finer luggage and briefcases. He also 
displays men's accessories, such as 
high-end shaving equipment. And 
then there is the Pormula ! and 
other racing series memorabilia and 
souvenirs, such as flags, die-cast car 


replicas and T-shirts for Perrari, 
McLaren, BMW and Red Bull, that 
occupy a section of the store, sur- 
rounding Fisher's 308 Ferrari, part of 
his car collection, which he plana to 
display inside his store periodically. 

An amateur racer who regularly 
beat an Indianapolis 500 champion 
during his Formula Pord days and 
an avid car collector, Fisher explains 
why he sella such an odd, but cool, 
assortment of products. 

“It all just happened naturally,” 


he says, laughing. “All of the stuff 


1 sell is my passion. [ like cigars 
and pipes, leather goods and the cas 
stuff is really a love for me. Then we 
moved inte the bigger atere and [ 
figured that, being in a college town, 





I should carry some briefcases. Then 
I thought | ought to add leather lug- 
gage. It sect of ballooned fram there. 
This is nicer stuff that you won't find 
in department ateres.” 

But the tobacco products are still 
the largest category of sales at The 
Briar & The Burley, making up a 
little more than 50 percent of total 
sales. Fisher reports that luggage 
sales are mostly seasonal—occurring 
mainly in the spring as graduation 
approaches, or during the holiday 
season. The tobaceo sales are steady 
throughout the year. 

“Cigars have become really pep 
ular among the college students,” 
Fisher says. “Nlacanude, Arture 
Fuente and Romeo y Julieta are prob- 


vs 


ably my top three regular sellers. 
[t's hard to say what the best-selling 
cigar is because it changes some. I'm 
an authorized Opus dealer since 
ea7. We almost always have them 
in stack.” 

Fisher works the store most 
dave with Matt Borders, a full-time 
employee who has worked at The 
Briar & The Burley for 23 years. 
Sympathetic to customers who might 
not like to be bothered by a sales- 
person as they make their selection, 
Pisher has devised a color-coded sys- 
tem for customers to understand the 
strength of the cigars he sells. 

“It's been a constant question over 
the years, so | designed a system 
sorting cigars into three categories." 
he explains. “I put a little dot on 
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A 


the price tag that gives them some 


indication of the cigar’s strength. | 
could be busy helping a customer 
and then so many people don't want 
to ask questions. They don't want to 
be bothered by a clerk. My plilose- 
phy is that [im net going to hover 
over somebody while they're looking 
in my humidor, but | will let them 
know that I'm here to answer any 
questions they might have.” 

Fisher also reports that pipe smok- 
ing has been on the rise in recent 
months with more college students 
exploring it through either a natural 
desire fo seek new experiences of 
because of roll-your-own tobacco’s 
higher tax category. Either way, they 
are lucky to have auch a dedicated 
pipe salesman close by. 


“While cigars are king, pipes are a 
very important part of my business,” 
Fisher says in what is an obvious 
understatement. 

Case after case is filled with noth- 
ing but dozens of briar specimens. 
Fisher that he has more 
than 2.0000 pipes inside the store.

inte cigar stores and have neglected 
pipes. [ve become known as having 
pipes,” Fisher understates once again. 
“Cem Muckenbrun, Caminetto’s 
U.S. imperter, once told me that | 
have more Caminetto pipes in my 
stare than he has in his inventory.” 

Wloat of The Briar & The Burlev's 
pipre dales fall inte the 550 to $120 price 
range, though Fisher has pipes that 
creep inte the super-high-grade range 
and can fetch several thousand dedlars. 

“On average, | sell one $2,000 
pipe a year,” he says. “We sell quite 
afew im the 3200-5300 range, bat 
it’s definitely a limited market. I'im 
surprised by my meerschaum sales. 
I sell a lot of them. | have a couple 
of them in my collection that I take 
care with and then there are a couple 
that I hold in my hand when | smoke 
them. | don't care 30 much about the 
color; | just enjoy smoking them." 

Fisher offers a wide assortment 
of pipe tobaccos—by the pouch of 
tin or in bulk—te accompany Ihis 
pipe selection. Mac Baren, Petersen, 
Samuel Gaawith, Peter Heinrich and 
Peter Stokkebye make the tobacoos 
that sell best at The Briar & The 
Burley. 

“We sell a lot of the Peterson 
tebaceo,” he says. “Samuel Gawith 
has recently caught om, but it's gat- 
ten tetgh te get. Mac Baren is my 
best seller. Balkan Sasieni and Balkan 
Sobranie have been a big seller here 
recently, and [ don't know why 
because it’s a tobacco categary that 
appeals te a small range of people. In 
bulk, mostly Peter Stokkebye leads 


the way. I hate that Lane did away 
with so many of its great bulk blends. 
It's kind of irritating that you can oo 
longer get something that you sold 
really well. Companies try te dupli- 
cate blends that are oo longer avail- 
able, but they're never the same." 

Content to work at his store, trav- 
él to the occasional pipe show or 
visit car shows in the area, Pisher 
reflects that he has created a com- 
fortable life for himself but fears that 
government intrusion may one day 
put him out of business. 

“That's my only worry,” he says. 
“One piece of legislation could put 
us all away, and they're whittling 
away at us right now.” 

Fisher points to the Pood and 
Drug Administration's oversight of 
the tobacco industry as one example 
of a misguided and overly abusive 
use of government power. 

“They can do whatever they want,” 
he says. “They don't need legislative 
approval. Congress gave POA con- 
trol to regulate some of the tobacco 
lndustry but told the agency that it 
could not ban the product. What is 
one of the flest things it does? [t bans 
all favored cigarettes. They suppos- 
edly marketed flavored cigarettes to 
kids. You can't market cigarettes. 
And are you telling me that alcohol— 
Jell-O shots, cherry vodka, Captain 
Morgan spiced rum—doesn't appeal 
to timderage drimkers? They won't 
ban those products. A lot of my cus- 
tomers for flavored cigarettes were 
tlder people. [The FDA was] given 
control of tobacco with the stipula- 
tiem that it couldn't ban tebacee. 
How is it that the flavered cigarette 
ban is not a violation of that stipu- 
lation? Now they're talking about 
flavered tobacco period. How many 
kids are out there smoking pipes?” 

Fisher says that, rather than ille- 
pally empower government to seize 
regulatory control over a legal prod- 
uct, the government should enforce 
laws that are already enacted. 

“Enforce the age restrictions,” he 
passionately states. “And punish the 
kids. If a kid is smoking, does he 
really get inte trouble? There ought to 
be a penalty for underage possession 
and use like there is for aleohel.” 

Whatever course the federal and 





state governments decide in the long 
fun, Fisher figures he's too old and 
set in his ways to work for anybody 
else after 40 years of running his own 
business. 


“Who knows, The Briar & The 
Burley might one day be a luggage 
atore with a little tobacco section in 
a back corner,” he laments. 

But one thing's for sure, there'll 
always be pipes, and maybe a Ferrari, 
inside his store. Fisher loves them too 
much not te have ther nearby. [kc] 


The Briar & The Burley is open 
Monday through Saturday, 
10 am. to 9 pm. The store 
is located at 11 W. Kirkwood 
Ave, Bloomington, IN 47404;

The smokers’ rebellion 


From chapter 8 of Knickerbocker’s History of New York, Complete 


Wilhelmus Kiett, as has already been 
observed, was a great legislator on a 
amall scale, and had a microscopic eye 
in public affairs.

It was his constant companion and 
solace—was he gay, he smoked: was 
he sad, he smoked; his pipe was never 
out of his mouth; it was a part of 
his physiognomy; without it, his best 
friends would not know him. Take 
away his pipe? You might as well take 
away his nose! 

The immediate effect of the edict 
of William the Testy was a popular 
commotion. A vast noultitude, armed 
with pipes and tobacco-boxes, and 
an immense supply of ammunition, 
sat themselves down before the gev- 
ernors house, and fell te smoking 
with tremendous vielence. The testy 
Willian issued forth like a wrathful 
spider, demanding the reason of this 
lawless fumigation. The sturdy riaters 
replied by lolling back in their seats, 
and puffing away with redoubled fury, 
raising such a murky cloud that the 
governor was fain to take refuge in the 
interior of his castle.

Thus ended this alarming imsur- 
rection, which was long known by the 
name of the Pipe Plot, and whieh, it 
has been somewhat quaintly observed, 
did end, like most plots and seditions, 
im mere smoke.

The 
smoke of these villaincos little pipes, 
continually ascending in a cloud about 
the nose, peretrated inte and befogged 
the cerebellum, dried up all the kindly 
moisture of the brain, and rendered 
the people whe used them a4 vaper- 
ish and testy as the governor hitnself.

Pipes at sea 


Sea creatures: what better pipe-collecting theme for a charter yacht captain? 


Richard Priedman’s home is the 
%6-foot yacht The Alaskan Song, 
anchored in Bellingham, Wash., in 
Bellingham Harbor, where he and his 
wife, Nancy, stay through the seven 
months of winter weather that keeps 
them from taking charters along the 
Alaskan coast, as they do the rest of 
the year. It's February now—almest 
time to get back to work, if you can 
call boating in a luxury yacht along 
some of the most beautiful landscapes 
in the world “work.” Nancy is the 
chef; she prepares astonishing gour- 
met meals for the guests who charter 
the weeklong cruises, so her job is 
much harder than Richard's. Sure, 
he makes noises about red tape and 
licenses, bookings, repairs and main - 
tenance, but he's too happy in his 
work for that to be taken seriously— 
One suspects that his main jobs are 
to steer, point at the fabulous wild- 
life that abounds along the coast and 
look like everyone's expectation of a 
$@a Captain. 

That rugged sea captain appear- 
ance is an archetype that we all 
recognize and that Friedman fits per- 
fectly. With chiseled features, clear 
farsighted eyes and tousled gray hair, 
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he's tan and weathered while still 
seeming at least 10 years younger 
than his 61 years. The pipe helps too. 
It's easy to imagine him effortlessly 
maneuvering his vessel through gale- 
force winds, pipe clenched tightly in 
his teeth, sneering at the sea’s fury, 
master and commander of all before 
him. 

“My wife won't let me smoke 
inside,” says the rugged captain, sit- 
ting down in the covered aft deck 
and lighting 4 Dunhill billiard, “so 
[smoke out here.” Well, maybe not 
a perfect archetype, but pretty close. 
And it’s easy to understand the smok- 
ing arrangement: The FPriedmans 
are hosts to many different people 
throughout the year, some of whorns 
might not appreciate pipe smoke. [t's 
a terrific smoking lounge anyway, 
just a8 mice as inside and nicer for 
those who enjoy the outdoors. Today 
it's 50 degrees with wind gusts up ta 
60 mph, but it’s remarkably comfoet- 
able nonetheless; with the bow of 
the beat inte the wind and the cabin 
sheltering the aft deck, it couldn't be 
better. 

It seems like am Idyllic life, but 
Friedman paid high dues to get here.

He spent 11 years as a commercial 
fisherman in Alaska, then 12 yeara 
in the Insurance business.

The very first 
pipe | commissioned from him was 
the emerging nautilus. We'd discuss 
ideas and he'd send me drawings, so 
we Worked together on the concept 
and materials. The tentacles are very 
similar te boxwood, a wood called 
privet; it's a hedge that grows in 
British Columbia.” 

Downie had previously made a 
nautilus, but Friedman wanted 
something different: a living Hat- 
tilus emerging from ita shell and 
wrapping ifs tentacles around the 
stem. That commission was the 
beginning of the sea creature collec- 
tion theme. “The porpoise by Peter 
Heding was actually the first sea 
creature | commissioned. [ had two 
Heding sea creatures and | got think- 
lng that there were already a lot of 
sea creatures out there, such things 
a& the urching of the snails, like 
Peter Heeschen's snails. [| hadn't yet 
decided to do something unique and 
develop a sub-focus of sea creatures 
until the Downie.” 

After that, Friedman contacted 
Rolando Negoita [atelierroinnda. 
com]. “That wonderful book from 
Portugal came out, Pipes: Artisaris 
iid Trademarks, by Jose Manuel 
Lopes, with one of Rolando’s ceta- 
ceans on the cover.” He commis- 
shoned a sandblasted version of that 
pipe. with an acrylic stem rather than 
an Ebonite stem. “I have learned the 
hard way to avoid Ebonite whenevel 
possible—it tends to oxidize really 
fast ina marine salt environment.”

Balkan Sobranie Original 

Gane You have to love the tin, which 
faithfully if not exactly repemduces the old 
Sobrante artwork, including the Rornany 
women [one smoking a cigar) and the 
lithe caravan of wooden wagons. The flat 
450-gram tin is appealing, as is the crimped 
white paper that envelops the tobacco. 

Recreating an old blend is always chal- 
lenging, and Sobranie Original apparent- 
ly offered a moving target In the case of 
Sobranie Original, veteran smokers who 
puffed on the old stuff in the "Gls, "Pls 
and ‘BOs say there were regular changes 
in the blénd—particularly in the amount 
of Latakia used. However, this blend was 
always an Onental-forward tobaceo, wath 
Latakia used as a condimerntal favoring. 
This current iteration of the blend is 
an atiractively metiled combination of 
black Latakia, tan and even lightly green 
Oriental leaf, and a hint of Virginia. The 
tin aroma delivers the light sweetness of 
the Oriental leaf While there is a decided 
aroma Of smoky Latakia, that subsides 
inte the background when smoked. 

The medium-fine ribbon cut lights 
easily and settles in quickly, The cut 
makes ita great blend for Fred Hanna's 
air packing method, in which you crac 
a plug of tobaces inte the pipe but leave 
a completely tobacco-less section at the 
very bottom of the kewl The tobacco 


burns perfectly, eventually collapsing on 
itself and smoking cool fro start to 
finish. But it works well with a vanety of 
packing methods, and in large or stall 
briars. It is quite delicate in Maver, and it 
pedormed well with mere neutral pipe 
niaterials like méeerschaum, clay and even 
cob. 

Sobranie Original is very pleasant and 
exceptionally mild and cool arncking. 
The challenge facing all of today’s blends 
relying heavily on Orientals is a dearth 
of high-grade varietal leaf Sadly, the 
many types of Oriental and Macedonian 
leaf that were once available are simply 
not grown anymore. For this reason, 
the Oriental leaf in Sobranie Original is 
a bit mone-dimensional Yenidie, the 
“Queen of Orientals,” which played a 
key role in the old Sobranie Original, 
seemed to be missing. | wasn't leking bor 
the musky intensity of the more intense 
Oriental tobaccos like Basma, because 
that wasn't what Sobrante Original was 
about. Sebranie Original isa credible re- 
creation and a very fine blend. 


Hane: According to the label, this is a 
reintraduction of the Criginal Smeking 
Mixture. There 6 a temptation to oxm- 
pare any iteration of this well-liked blend 
to others that have come before it, but 
auch a comparison is net the intent of 
this review. The tin aroma is definitely 
that ofa nich Oriental blend that also com- 
tains sore Latakia and a base of Virginia 
tobaccos. | found the cut to be mixed, 
with the majority of the tobaccos pre- 
setited as tangles of long ribbons that 
were almost a shag cut. In the pipe. the 
Orientals gave the blend a robust zest on 
the palate that stimulated with growing 
waves of intensity, and with a fait bitter-

Nording Hunter Blend Beagle 
(race: D love to get input fre my pipe 
aficionada friends, and when [ got a 
glowing recommendation of this blend 
from one of my pals whe has tried every 
Virginia tohaces on Earth, [ needed no 
more incentive to suggest the entire line 
for review. This is a truly overlooked 
tobacos that Virginia fans should bay, 
amoke and cellar. In the tin, this Lightly 
broken V irginia-Perique fake has a fodgy 
aroma and density. Flecks of polden- 
orange Virpinias are visible in the sliced 
cakes. It is mot particularly cactst, bout it i 
dense. This combination flake and pre- 
ribbed tobacce begs te be loaded inte 
your pipe with large chunks anda few of 
the rubbed-out flakes to facilitate lighting 
and burning. 

Prom the start, Beagle simply bays 
with Virginia depih. [t burns excep- 
tionally cool for any all-Virginia blend, 
delivering loads of raisin and bittersweet 
chocolate flavor. If you find the intense 
flavors of some of MeClelland’s heavily 
stoved mixtures like Christmas Cheer 
or Dark Star daunting, this will give you 
all the sweetness and character without 
quite so much tang. Besides that absa- 
lutely unique flaver of quality atoved 
Virginia, it offered hints of dark choco- 
late and dried cherries. 

The citrusy favor of the unstoved 
orange Virginia leaf is evident in the first 
half of the smoke. But in the second half, 
the very smooth Perique became a more 
assertive component of the Haver pro- 
file, while the orange Virginia brightness 
subsided. Beagle is somewhat similar to 
Beacon Extra {an excellent MoClellamd 
product incorporating stoved Virginia 
and Perique), but also distinctive, with 
lesa pronounced Perique. The cake aging 
sets up this mixture to deliver when pur- 
chased, but this is ome that should sing if 
You give ita couple years of cellaring. 


Hake: Produced by MteCledland for the 
Nording series, Beagle ia a partially bro- 


ken flake that features matured orange 
and red Virginias that are spiced with 
Louisiana Perique. The Virginias give the 
arama a rich sweet and citrus mote, and 
the Perique lends tartness to the aroma. 
Once charred, a citrus flavor emerged that 
was nicely complemented by the mellow- 
nest ofthe ted Virginia. The overall favor 
level continued to develop depth toward 
mid-bowl, and the Perique blossomed as 
[ progressed further down the bowl for a 
nice finish. On a second tasting. | let the 
blend dry more and got a light chocolate 
note, with the Perique emerging earlier in 
the bowl Beagle is a smooth bleed with 
body that is not overwhelming, and it 
amoked dry with no bite. 


Nording Hunter Blend Retriever 

Gace: With meaty chunks of black 
Cavendish offset by fine and mediurns 
fbbon-cut Virginia, this aromatic blend 
delivers a light honey and caramel tin 
aroma without masking the smell of aged 
Virginia leaf The light casing meant the 
tobacco didn't clump when pinched 
together, and it's always nice to smoke 
an aromatic that still smells like tebacco. 
This dappled mixture packs eauly and 
lights just like a rieenaromatic. It seens 
most of the aromatic Maver is carried 
by the cake-aged Cavendish, which pro- 
vided a pleasing duet between the haney- 
vanilla taste of the Cavendish and more 
straightiorward Virginia tobacco favors.

Nording Hunter Blend Fox Hound

While the tin aroma was deaiinated by 
Latakia, twas asmaller component in the 
flaver. The Oriental leaf tasted almost like 
Burley, with an earthy and haylike qual- 
ity, while the Virginia tobacees lacked a 
fweetness that might have added balance 
to the mixture.

Tin convinced the perpetual challenge 
cf infusing pulpy tobacco with Licjtice and 


heney & the inherent volatility of the 
stigars, Which accelerate combustion 
and cause many of these blends te burn 
hot This was true of Late Night, which 
required slow pulling and frequent rests 
to keep the tebacco smoking cool. The 
hase tobaccos were Mavorful, but the top- 
ping lent an almost perfumelike flavor 
reminiscent of flowery Lakeland-style 
blends. 


Hane: Late Night is a blend with bright 
Virginia and black Cavendish tobaceos 
that have been procesied aaa flake, and it 
is almost fully rubbed our. Late Night alsa 
has a robust sweet and tangy arama with 
a hint of anise when the tin is opened. 
At the match, there is a fruitiness that 
emerges, and once stoked, there 6 a light 
body that offers a litte kick for those who 
like that. As] progressed down the bowl, 
the flavorings faded and the undeely- 
ing tobacco flavor came more to the 
forefront. With a period of airing before 
loading the pipe, this blend delivered 
a ool emoke with lithe bite and ended 
with a pood layer of ash. Some pecple 
weld probably like to try this blend ear- 
lier in the day instead of reserving it for 
bedtime.
